WHEREAS, public safety dispatchers and public safety radio technicians represent the 
telecommunicator staff; and 
 
WHEREAS, police, fire, and ambulance communications centers in the State of Hawai‘i processed 
1,544,123 calls last year; and 
 
 WHEREAS, the quality and accuracy of information obtained from citizens during 9-1-1 calls are 
crucial to their own safety and the safety of our police officers, firefighters, and paramedics; and 
 
WHEREAS, public telecommunicators monitor ongoing activity during an emergency call and 
provide accurate information for our police officers, firefighters, and paramedics; and 
 
WHEREAS, the skill and expertise of the telecommunicators can often mean the difference between 
life and death; 
 
THEREFORE I, DAVID Y. IGE, Governor of the State of Hawai‘i, do hereby proclaim April 12-18, 
2020 as
